Recently In Washington one 
has heard again the stories that at 
times in France the men did not get 
anything to eat for many long hours, 
There ts only a small amount of truth 
in these stories. 
They grew out of 
what might he called the accidents of 
war. 
At the headquarters of tin* service 
of supplies in F rance more attention 
perhaps was paid to the prompt delly* 
cry 
of food 
supplies than 
to

prompt delivery of ammunition.

course the two went forward together, 
but tile old adage about an army trav ­ 
eling mid fighting on Its stomach was

First Gathering of League at 
Elks Hall Saturday 


PRESIDENT STATED ITS OBJECTS 


Mrs. W C. Cobb Relates Experiences 
Attending Citizens Course at 
University of Minnesota

The first meeting of the League of 
Women Voter* as a separate o rg a n i­ 
zation was held at Elks hail on S a t ­ 
urday afternoon. 
It was 
a 
d istin­ 
guished audience 
that* 
gathered 
differentiated by various attributes. 
In the first place, it was representa­ 
tive. 
Women from every ward were 
there. 
It was a 
serious 
audience. 
Those who came were there because 
they wanted to use the franchise in ­ 
telligently. 
It was an expectant and 
Interested audience, not so much be­ 
cause of the program for this p a rti c u ­ 
lar meeting, 
but 
because 
of 
th? 
promise of future accomplishment. 
T h e meeting opened with com m un­ 
ity singing led by F. B. Randall an I 
assisted very greatly by Mrs. W alter 
F. Wieland as accompanist. 
Another pleasing feature 
was 
a 
solo by Mrs. J. H. Krekelberg. wh > 
graciously responded to an encore. 
The president, 
Mrs. 
Linnem ann, 
gave a very clear outline of the ob­ 
jects of th e League. 
She said that 
they were political, but not partisan. 
Only reforms tnat could 
be 
accom­ 
plished through th e vote, would be 
undertaken. 
To interest women in 
these, to Improve the 
personnel 
of 
public office, and to fu rth e r legisla 
lion in which women were p a rtic u ­ 
larly interested were the chief o b ­ 
jects. 
Mrs. L innem ann then spoke of the 
inspiration that she had received ai 
th e convention and mentioned some 
of the famous women 
who 
spoke. 
Among them were Mary MacDowoll, 
“ one of Chicago’s three distinguished 
old maids’' and Mrs. Slade, who b a i 
raised more money for the Red Cross 
in a given length of time th an any 
one else in the country. 
These wom­ 
en had visited the league’s conven­ 
tions In many states and they decia;- 
ed that Minnesota was one 
of 
the 
organized states in the union. 
Mrs. Mann is gave a more detailed 
report of 
the 
convention, 
telling 
many interesting things which would 
bear repeating if space permitted. 
The 
president 
then^ 
introduced 
Mrs. W. C. Cobb aw the only person' in 
Brainerd who had received a diplo­ 
ma after atten d in g the University of 
Minnesota for flve days. 
Mrs. Cobb summed up the ess* n- 
tlals of good public speaking to b< : 
patient industry in g a thering fact 4. 
analytic skill In sifting, classifying 
abd arranging said facts to suppoit 
one main idea th a t the speaker w ish­ 
ed to bring out, the power of conden­ 
sation. so as to avoid tiresome repe­ 
tition, the skill to change the for 1 
w ithout ch anging the substance of 
the main thought, all these com bin­ 
ed with clear and forcefuh expression 
and good common sense. 
The legislation that the state lea­ 
gue la su pporting was briefly m e n ­ 
tioned and the support of the local 
league asked. 
These bills were: the 
Amendm ent to County Allowance, 0 - 
M other’s Pension, the Street Trades 
bill, the eight hour bill for women 
employed outside the home, the bib 
for ratting th e minimum schooling 
requirement to eight months, and tho 
bill perm itting women to 
serve 
on 
juries. 
Mrs. Cobb said that the main id«*u 
brought out In the two lectures on 
“ Forms of City Governm ent’’ 
was 
that in this country we had put too 
much faith in 
forms. 
W henever 
city politics got too rotten. w'e rr.d 
changed the form of government and 
for a hundred and twelve years - u n ­ 
til 1901 we had gone from one bad 
form to another. 
The first was p a t ­ 
terned after th e federal 
form 
and 
consisted of two more or I*** c u m ­ 
brous bodies, then a mayor was add*-1 
with the idea of getting somebody to 
hold responsible for the misdeeds cf 
the council, hut he soon proved to he 
a mere figure, or a creature of the 
controlling p arty or 
faction, 
th»n 
came the 
government 
by 
boards 
w hich proved to be the worst of all. 
because it wa* the hardest for the 
people to manage and the easiest for 
the politicians. 
Then, In 1901. after the Galveston 
flood, three good men and true suc­ 
ceeded in re-establishing the cred.t 
of that city which had become b a n k ­ 
rupt from mis management even be­ 
fore the flood. 
These 
men 
called 
them selves com m issioners, and 
the 
whole country hailed the commisaio.i 
form of governm ent as the solution 
of all our m unicipal problem*. 
B '- 
tv N n 1901 and 1914, four hundred 
cities adopted this plan. 
Its chief 
virtue was its sim plicity, and its pro­ 
vision for publicity. 
But even these 
did not save it from the de«poiling 


hand of the corrupt politician. Wh* .1 
well administered, this 
form 
was 
good, but the city m a n a g e r form wr,« 
even better, with this proviso. 
B e­ 
tween 1913 and 1921, one hundred 
cities had adopted the city manage,-. 
and about one hundred more a modi­ 
fied form of this plan. 
But the best form will fail w i t h ­ 
out an educated and alert electorate, 
that is sufficiently interested to se? 
that good and efficient men are elect­ 
ed to office and that the reports of 
their doings are given full publicity. 
To educate the new ly enfranchise I 
part of the city electorate being one 
of the objects of the 
local 
league. 
City Attorney D. ll. Fullerton w .is 
introduced and gave a very clear ex­ 
planation of the am endm ent* to be 
voted on at the election in April. Th ' 
women showed a lively interest by 
asking several pertinent questions. 
At a short business meeting, th e 
legislation that is being pushed by 
the state league was endorsed, and 
the meeting adjourned sine die. 
After the formal meeting, it was 
learned that tl>e publicity chilrtn.vi 
of the Duluth League was present 
Miss Eunice Brofherton. and an in­ 
formal meeting was held at which 
she told what they were accomplish­ 
ing in Duluth. 
She offered several 
good suggestions that the Board will 
probably adopt 
-one of which was 
to hold luncheons and invite the c a n ­ 
didates for the spring elections to 
speak and tell why they think they 
are qualified for the offices they are 
seeking.
